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Claims 1-7 are allowed since there is no prior art of record that teaches or suggests a 
liquid crystal display comprising a relationship of various elements as claimed with the 
specific allowable subject matter cited in the following claim: 

Claim 1: 

• a pixel electrode formed on the first insulating substrate 

• a first MIM diode formed on the first insulating substrate connecting the first gate 
line and the pixel electrode 

• a second MIM diode formed on the first insulating substrate connecting the 
second gate line and the pixel electrode 

• a data electrode line formed on the second insulating substrate and having two- 
dimensionallv intersecting the first and second gate lines 

• wherein the data electrode line includes protrusions protruding toward right and 
left sides by turns to overlap a predetermined number of pixel electrodes of the 
right and left sides by turns 

Claims 2-7 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Veerasamy (US 6222596) discloses a liquid crystal display comprising a liquid 
crystal layer formed between a pixel electrode and a common electrode, MIM diodes 
coupled to one another and to pixel electrode through a common node, and the

common electrode electrically communicated with a column or data line. Veerasamy 
lacks disclosure of the data line having two dimensionally intersecting a first and second 
gate lines where the MIM diodes connected to; Veerasamy also lacks disclosure of 
wherein the data line includes protrusions protruding towards right and left sides by 
turns to overlap a predetermined number of pixel electrodes of the right and left sides by 
turns. 

Nicholas (US 5490002) disclose a liquid crystal display comprising liquid crystal 
display elements connected between sets of row and column address conductors; 
wherein the display elements connected the row address conductors by MIM diodes; 
and the column address conductors two-dimensionally intersecting the row address 
conductors and overlapping the display elements. However, Nicholas lacks disclosure 
of the column address conductors having protrusions protruding toward right and left 
sides by turns to overlap a predetermined number of display elements of the right and 
left sides by turns.
